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£550k project includes new gallery to attract more visitors

BIG SCHEMES 
FOR MUSEUM 


A NEW waterway gallery and a 
‘mini museum’ for children are 
planned for Banbury Museum by 
the end of next year. 

The new £550,000 project will also in¬ 
clude space for more temporary exhibi¬ 
tions and an overhaul of the museum’s 
front entrance. 

Detailed plans have been unveiled by 
the museum’s board of trustees, with 
the first phase of the project expected to 
take place next year. 

Members of the board gave a presen¬ 
tation on the plans to Cherwell District 
Council’s executive committee on Mon¬ 
day night. 

The board chairman, Bob Langton, 
said: “It’s been quite an interesting 
journey, challenging but most enjoy¬ 
able. 

“We have had research carried out to 
look into how we can increase the num¬ 
ber of visitors to the museum. 

“We would also like to thank the dis¬ 
trict council for giving us the faith to 
run the museum, and allowing us to 
make it sustainable.” 

Suzette Neptune, who heads local 
events company Banbury Presents, said 
the museum’s plans were a major step 
in bringing in more tourists to the town. 

She added: “Anything that increases

the amount of cultural amenities and 
opportunities for national collections is 
really important for the town. 

“Being able to use this cash injection 
will allow the museum to go even fur¬ 
ther and also develop its programme of 
local artists.” 

The waterways gallery will be dedi¬ 
cated to the history of the Oxford Canal 
and the nearby Tooleys Boatyard. It will 
also be rented out for multi-purpose 
use. 

The mini-museum will include exhi¬ 
bitions for children and an activities 
area. 

Phase two of the project will include 
a new £3million gallery expected to 
be completed by 2020. The plans have 
been drawn up by the museum’s board 
of trustees, which also includes dis¬ 
trict councillor Tony Ilott, Oxford 
University head of communications 
and marketing Gail Anderson and 
freelance artist Alexandra Williams. 

Museum director Simon Townsend 
said: “The first stage of the plan is all 
about the existing building, and we 
hope to have all the work completed in 


2017. We have been able to create a de¬ 
velopment plan for the museum for the 
next few years.” 

The research also indicated that visi¬ 
tors want more regional and national 
exhibitions, and a larger resource of lo¬ 
cal history knowledge. 

The museum is supported by Arts 
Council England and museums owned 
by Oxford University. 

Cherwell District Council leader Bar¬ 
ry Wood told the trust: “This is a very 
positive story and when we moved to 
the trust status we were not really sure. 
It was a leap of faith but it has been 
very encouraging.”

Stomach stabbing 

BANBURY: A man was stabbed in 
the stomach in what police 
described as a “shocking assault”. 

The 38-year-old was approached 
by a man in his 40s just before 3pm 
last Wednesday near Jubilee Court. 

The attacker took £200 from his 
victim and fled in a silver BMW 1 
Series car. 

The wounded man was treated at 
the John Radcliffe Hospital, Oxford, 
and has since been discharged. 

It is believed the men may know 
each other. 

Police said the attacker was black, 
about 5ft 7in tall, slim with short, 
dark hair and a thick beard. 

Horse hit by a car 

BANBURY: A horse was 
deliberately released on to a road, 
struck by a car and had to be put 
down, police have said. 

The horse was hit at 7.20am last 
Thursday in Broughton Road. 
Officers believe it escaped after 
holes were cut in a barbed-wire 
fence. 

PC Paul Morse, at Banbury police 
station, said: “What seems to be a 
bit of harmless fun can have 
serious consequences.”

BANBURY: Young people have 
until April 9 to take advantage of a 
cut-price travel offer. 

Stagecoach Oxfordshire’s 
Banbury Dayrider ticket, which 
provides unlimited travel for 24 
hours on local Stagecoach buses, is 
now £2 for under-19s. 

The full daily adult price is £3 and 
the discount is to encourage more 
young people to use the network. 
Tickets can be bought on buses. 


Hospital beds 
to be handed 
over to charity 


14 intermediate care 
places to switch from 
NHS to save money

A TOTAL of 14 hospital 
beds in Chipping Nor¬ 
ton will no longer be 
managed by the NHS, 
after Oxfordshire Coun¬ 
ty Council’s cabinet ap¬ 
proved the move. 

The intermediate beds, 
designed to ease the transi¬ 
tion between hospital and 
home, will now be run by 
the charity The Orders of 
St John Care Trust. 

Members of the Chipping 
Norton Hospital Action 
Group (HAG) have long 
been campaigning against 
the move. 

The chairman of Chip¬ 


ping Norton Town Council 
and member of the HAG, 
Mike Tysoe, said he was 
“extremely disappointed” 
by the decision. 

He said: “We had 1,200 
signatures on a petition for 
the NHS to carry on at the 
hospital. 

“All that work we’ve 
done has been completely 
ignored by Oxfordshire 
County Council. 

“It’s made a mockery of 
the entire thing.” 

Intermediate care, which 
is what the hospital cur¬ 
rently provides, is for peo¬ 
ple who have an illness 
or injury that does not 
require them to be in an 
acute bed, for example in 
the John Radcliffe Hospi¬ 
tal in Oxford. It also acts 
as a bridge between more 
intense care and a person 
returning home. 

Rodney Rose, of Oxford¬ 
shire County Council, 
said: “The main reason to 
have 14 beds in intermedi¬ 


ate care is for when people 
come out of hospital after 
big operations. 

“But they will only re¬ 
main if they are afford¬ 
able. It will be an extra half 
million a year if they stay 
in NHS control. 

“The Orders of St John 
nurses are equally quali¬ 
fied and are good at the 
job they have been asked 
to do.” 

Keeping on the NHS nurs¬ 
es would cost the council 
£1.3million whereas hav¬ 
ing nurses from the Or¬ 
ders of St John would cost 
£800,000. 

Oxfordshire County 
Council is currently look¬ 
ing at ways to save £50mil- 
lion from the council budg¬ 
et by the year 2019/2020 
and is reviewing all of its 
services. 

The council has saved 
about £204 million since 
2010 and needs to save 
another £88 million by 
2017/18.

The school’s head of 
drama, Neil Madden, said: 
“This is a highly political 
piece of work. The 
students have done 
considerable research into 
the subject.”

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Police and fire services integration ‘no benefit to people of Oxfordshire’ 


PLANS to integrate the police force and 
fire service will not benefit the people 
of Oxfordshire, it has been warned. 

It conies after the Government 
announced it would allow police and 
crime commissioners (PCCs) across the 
country to have “more responsibility” 
over the fire service. 

It means Anthony Stansfeld, the PCC 
for Thames Valley, would be able to 
stretch his role over Oxfordshire Fire 
and Rescue Service, which is run by 
Oxfordshire County Council. 

Deputy leader of the council Rodney 
Rose did not welcome the proposals and 
said people in the county would be at a 
“disadvantage”. 

He added: “If you have something that 
isn’t broken, then why would you fix it? 

“The basic fault is that it’s a one size 
fits all model, with doesn’t compare 
different fire brigades that have 
completely different set-ups, with ours 
being countywide. 

“One example is that they hope to 
make savings by combining back office 
jobs, yet our fire and rescue service 
has already made those savings with 
Hampshire County Council and their 
fire service. 

“We already cooperate on a range of 
issues.”

New head will take over in 
April to combat bullying 
and poor teaching quality

PUPILS at William Morris 
County Primary School may 
not have noticed anything 
different in lessons on Mon¬ 
day but their school is now 
the county’s newest academy. 

The Bretch Hill school made 
the change after an Ofsted report 
last May found major problems 
including bullying and poor 
quality of teaching. 

It was told by the education 
watchdog in 2013 it required im¬ 
provement but the 2015 report 
said the problems were worse. 

It has now been taken over by 
the GLF Academy Trust, which 
runs 15 schools including ones in 
Surrey and Berkshire. 

GLF chief executive Jon Chal- 
oner said: “We look forward to 
collaborating with the William 
Morris community to share best 
practice and learning ideas.” 

Mr Chaloner, who has more 
than 20 years’ experience as a 


teacher and head, said the move 
to an academy would not have a 
large effect on pupils. 

But he said the trust would 
work with the school to make 
changes necessary after consul¬ 
tation with teachers and staff. 

Last year’s Ofsted report said: 
“Pupils have a poor understand¬ 
ing of what constitutes bullying 
and are unclear about risk, thus 
compromising their ability to 
keep themselves safe. 

“Leaders have failed to arrest 
a decline in the quality of teach¬ 
ing so pupils’ achievement by 
the end of Key Stage 2 has fallen 
and is now inadequate. 


“Behaviour requires improve¬ 
ment. Pupils do not always lis¬ 
ten to instructions and quickly 
settle to work. This low-level dis¬ 
ruption slows learning.” 

A new head, Julie Hiddleston 
- currently deputy head at Lady- 
grove Park Primary, Didcot - is 
to take over in April. 

Until then, the 175-pupil school 
will be run by Julie Hawkins, 
of Hardwick School, and Dawn 
Shilston of Orchard Fields Pri¬ 
mary. 

The chair of governors Char¬ 
lotte Christie has told parents 
there will be no change to staff, 
uniform and the school name. 


Festive drink-driving figures rise 


DRINK-drive figures for the fes¬ 
tive period have been released 
by Thames Valley Police, with the 
number increasing significantly in 
the Oxford city region where the 
total rose to 23 last year compared 
to nine in 2014. 

In Cherwell and West 
Oxfordshire the number of drink- 


drivers caught was 29 in 2014 
compared to 28 last year, while in 
South Oxfordshire the total 
number caught was 22 in 2014 
and 23 last year. 

Dedicated patrols were carried 
out regularly between December 
1, 2015 and January 1, and the 
number of arrests across the 


Thames Valley force area 
increased from 273 in 2014 to 325 
last year. 

The campaign was supported 
by the 'Where will you end up 
tonight?' campaign, which 
carried the theme of a mortuary 
to emphasise the consequences 
of drink-driving.

'Police must be 
accessible after 
desk closures' 

THAMES Valley Police must ensure all 
sections of society can still speak to an 
officer when 10 of its front counters 
close across Oxfordshire, the 
chairman of the force federation said. 

Graham Smith, chairman of TVP 
Federation, which represents rank- 
and-file officers, said: “I think as long 
as we have got in place proper lines of 
communication with all sections of 
the community - prior to the reduction 
of these front counters - then I am 
comfortable with the decision.” 

The force said there are currently 34 
front counters open across the region, 
but closures are expected to happen by 
April 1 this year. 

Ones in line for closure are at 
Chipping Norton, Woodstock, Cowley, 
Henley, Didcot, Thame, Wantage, 
Faringdon, Wallingford and Carterton. 

The force also estimates that by 
getting rid of surplus buildings it will 
make £29m in savings by 2021. 

Mr Smith added: “There is no point 
in keeping a front counter open that 
has one visitor for every eight hours 
that it is open. That does not make 
economic sense at all. 

“But we’ve got to make sure the ways 
that the public contact us are available 
so that every section of society has 
that ability to speak to a police officer.” 

A survey of more than 9,000 people 
by the force revealed “86 percent of 
people prefer to contact police on the 
phone in a non-emergency”. 

Deputy chief constable John 
Campbell said members of the public 
would still be within 10 miles of a 
counter, and added: “I wish to reassure 
the public we are not withdrawing 
from our communities; availability 
and visibility of police officers to 
attend incidents is not affected by front 
counter opening times.” 


People can volunteer for 
pilot scheme to purchase 
properties at a discount

TENANTS of a housing as¬ 
sociation will get help to 
buy their homes in a pilot 
scheme. 

People living in Sovereign 
properties can now volunteer for 
a Right to Buy scheme, which is 
gradually being rolled out by the 
Government. 

The nationwide scheme - 
which is open to tenants in Cher- 
well, West Oxfordshire, Vale of 
White Horse and South Oxford¬ 
shire - could help people buy 
their homes at a discount of up 
to £77,900. 

Ann Santry, Sovereign’s chief 
executive, said: “We know many 
of our residents want to own 
their own home and by being 
part of this limited pilot we’ll 
help them fulfil that aspiration. 

“We also want to make sure 
that every home sold is replaced, 
so our supply of new afford¬ 
able homes is not diminished 
for those in housing need in the 
future.” 

Sovereign is one of five hous¬ 
ing associations taking part in 
the pilot. 


Allocations are limited and 
made on a first-come, first- 
served basis, with money from 
the sales reinvested into new af¬ 
fordable housing. 

Successful applicants must 
meet criteria including having 
been a tenant of a housing asso¬ 


ciation, council or similar public sec¬ 
tor landlord for at least 10 years, and 
having the funds to pay 
Tenants can apply at sovereignliv- 
ing.org.uk/vrtb, but must pay a £250 
administration fee if they qualify. 

The first sales through are expected 
to be completed in summer.

Cash grant to relieve isolation of elderly people 


OLDER people in Banbury 
will be given help to tackle 
loneliness and isolation 
after a £17,500 grant was 
provided by the People’s 
Postcode Lottery 

The money will go towards 
the Banbury Good 
Neighbours service, run by 
the Royal Voluntary 
Service, which pairs 
volunteers with older people 
in their local area. 

As part of the service, 


volunteers help with basic 
tasks such as shopping, 
giving lifts to doctors 
appointments or social 
events, as well as sitting 
down for a friendly chat. 

The Royal Voluntary 
Service Oxfordshire 
operations manager, Abigail 
Hurrell, said: “Many people 
in Banbury are isolated and 
lonely and are finding it 
difficult coping on their 
own, but we can provide a 


lifeline and support where 
friends or family are unable 
to. 

“Whether it’s a cup of tea 
and a chat or a lift to the 
shops, we can tailor the 
support to the needs of the 
older person.” 

The Good Neighbours 
service currently helps about 
100 older people in Banbury, 
but organisers hope the extra 
funding will mean they can 
double this number. 


The People’s Postcode 
Lottery head of charities, 
Clara Govier, said: “For 
nearly 80 years RVS has been 
providing incredible support 
for many vulnerable older 
people across Great Britain. 

“We are delighted that as a 
result of funding from 
players of People’s Postcode 
Lottery, this fantastic charity 
will be able to continue to 
change the lives of older 
people for the better.”

Town council confirms 
it will treble funding pot 
for good causes in area

CHARITIES in Banbury, 
beset by bad news about 
cuts, have been given good 
news to shout about. 

Banbury Town Council has 
announced it will be trebling 
the amount of grant funding 
it is offering to groups this 
year. 

It will give away £60,000 to 
local charities in 2016/17, 
compared with about £20,000 
last year. 

Two years ago, Oxfordshire 
charity Style Acre, which 
supports adults with learning 
disabilities, received £10,000 
from the council. 

It allowed Style Acre to move 
into a new day support centre 
in Butchers Row in May last 
year, and led to the opening of 
a new second-hand bookshop 
last month. 

Fundraising officer Philip¬ 
pa Stannard praised the coun¬ 
cil for increasing funding in 
the face of county wide cuts. 


She said: “The council has 
been really generous over the 
past year. As small charities it 
can sometimes be difficult to 
get attention, but they have 
embraced us and helped us to 
achieve success. 

“The money meant we could 
turn a disused, insect-infested 
nightclub into somewhere we 
can offer our support to local 
people.” 

Other charities to benefit 
from the council’s grant fund¬ 
ing include Age UK Oxford¬ 
shire, the Katharine House 
Hospice and the 1460 Squad¬ 
ron Banbury Air Cadets. 

Ms Stannard added: “The 
difficulty with us is that we 
haven’t got a big marketing 
department so we have to 
work closely with our com¬ 
munity. 

“That’s worked very well for 
us and it’s an important part 
of the way we operate.” 

Town council leader Kieron 
Mallon said: “This council 
has proven yet again it can 
be trusted with taxpayers’ 
money 

“With charities being called 
on to help in more and more 
aspects of public life, our in¬ 
creased grants will benefit a 
greater number of people in 
need of assistance.”

HE’S been dubbed the “Ban¬ 
bury Billy Eliot”. 

And it seems the fictional bal¬ 
let dancer has proved an inspi¬ 
ration for young Ben Lally, who 
has been attracting attention of 
his own with his twinkle-feet tal¬ 
ents. 

Two years after first taking up 
dancing at Dashwood Banbury 
Academy primary school, the 
11-year-old has been taking his 
skills on to the national stage. 

Last month he competed in 
the Champions of Tomorrow in 
Blackpool, a competition featur¬ 
ing some of the best dancing tal¬ 
ent from around the country 

Ben said: “I was thinking that 
I wanted to try a new sport that 
I enjoyed, and in the end I chose 
dancing. 

“My school started to do class¬ 
es in it, and because I was quite 
active I decided to give it a go. 

“My favourite thing about 
dancing is going to all different 
competitions and winning tro¬ 
phies.” 

The Banbury Academy pupil 
trains three days a week, and 
five hours in total, at the Step 
by Step dance school based in 
Northamptonshire. 

It is a busy schedule for a boy, 
who, unlike the Jamie Bell char¬ 
acter, also spends his time play¬ 
ing football and rugby. 

His mother Hayley Lally said: 
“He’s been such a natural danc¬ 
er, he picks everything up amaz¬ 
ingly quickly and you can see 
the dancing he produces. 

“He is so active, from the min¬ 


ute he wakes up in the morning 
he has so much energy so I’m 
not surprised he’s done well.” 

For the competition at Black¬ 
pool’s Winter Gardens he was 
joined by his partner, 12-year-old 
Shannon Wigram, after the pair 
started dancing together for the 
last year. 

They qualified after coming in 
the top two in a competition in 
Sutton-in-Ashfield in Notting¬ 
hamshire before Christmas. 

But although in Blackpool the 
pair were eventually knocked 
out in the quarter finals of their 
samba and cha cha category, 
Ben is now hoping to take part 
in more competitions and take 
his talent further. 

And as for the money Ms La¬ 


lly has had to pay to see her son 
achieve his ambitions, she says it 
is a price she is willing to pay. 

“As you can imagine this is an 
expensive hobby but it is worth 
every penny to see them enjoy 
themselves. 

“The level of competition was 
so high, I was shocked at the lev¬ 
el of dancing that there was but 
I’m sure Ben will have gained 
lots from it. 

“He’s got lots of support and 
works so hard, he knows that to 
be the best you have to beat the 
best. 

“We are very grateful for all the 
support we’ve received from the 
Banbury Academy staff as well, 
who have helped him pursue his 
dancing career.”

“It’s vital we do all we can to 
raise awareness of the serious¬ 
ness of diabetes and this is why 
our volunteers are so impor¬ 
tant.” 

According to the charity there 


are 28,000 people diagnosed with 
diabetes in Oxfordshire, and an 
estimated 10,700 people who are 
unaware they have the Type 2 
condition. 

Ms Wragg added: “Our vol¬ 
unteers are at the heart of our 
work and without their support 
Diabetes UK could not carry out 
its vital work into research, edu¬ 
cation and care. 

“That’s why we’re calling on 
people across Banbury to join 
our new support group and help 
ensure our messages are heard 
as widely as possible.”

“It is clear that giving up a 
small amount of time can make 
a really positive difference to 
individuals within a community 

“Community transport 
schemes have for many years 
been supporting those who, due 
to age or disability, may find it 
difficult to get around.” 

In December, the new Dial-a- 
Ride service, run by charity 
Aspire on behalf of the council, 
celebrated its 3,500th passenger 
but does not reach all areas of 
Oxfordshire. 

Volunteers generally use their 
cars, are paid a mileage rate and 
can choose the time they give. 
Others can set up scheme-owned 
minibuses.

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Watchdog's 
concern over 
cuts in health 


New wildlife trust chief’s 
goal for natural harmony

A HEALTH watchdog has 
slammed proposed cuts to 
healthcare services and put itself 
forward to deal with the fallout. 

One director at Healthwatch 
Oxfordshire - which oversees 
healthcare in the county - called 
Oxfordshire County Council’s 
proposals “draconian”. 

George Smith said: “Clearly an 
enormous amount of pain is 
going to be inflicted on people 
over the next year. The county 
council made a draconian 
decision and clearly we need to 
assess whether there is excessive 
and unnecessary pain.” 

He spoke at a Healthwatch 
meeting last week, at Long 
Furlong Community Centre in 
Abingdon. 

Oxfordshire County Council is 
set to cut services across the 
county, in a bid to save an extra 
£69 million from 2016-20, on top of 
the £292m of cuts it must make 
from 2010-2018. 

Included in the proposals is the 
closure of all 44 children’s centres 
in Oxfordshire, although the final 
rubber-stamp won’t come until a 
county council meeting on 
February 16. 

Mr Smith suggested 
Healthwatch Oxfordshire should 
monitor the effects of the cuts. 

He said: “To what extent should 
we present ourselves as being the 
focal point of collecting the 
effects of these cuts? Different 
organisations can feed in 
information.” 

The organisation’s chairman 
Eddie Duller agreed. 

He said: “I feel very strongly 
that Healthwatch should be more 
proactive then it has been. There 
is such tremendous change going 
on. We want to be in there with 
greater presence to save some of 
the pain George is talking about.” 

Tracey Rees, vice chair of the 
board, said cuts to other services 
could have a domino effect on 
their own, adding: “I share the 
concern that we are likely to end 
up with more work with the 
situation with cuts elsewhere.” 

Healthwatch, funded largely by 
the council, is set to have its own 
budget hacked by one third. 

During the meeting, board 
directors agreed to make “one 
more last ditch attempt” to argue 
against the slashing, which will 
see it £100,000 poorer. 

Ian Hudspeth, leader of the 
county council, said: “It should be 
remembered that this is now our 
sixth consecutive year of having 
to make cuts. 

“Our priority is services for the 
most vulnerable.” 


President urges UK to look 
abroad for ideas on creating 
ecosystem balance in cities 


IMAGINE walking through a 
forest to go shopping on Oxford 
High Street, hopping across wet¬ 
lands to get to work in the morn¬ 
ing, and feeding the wild boar 
on the way. 

That is the vision of the new presi¬ 
dent of the UK’s national Wildlife 
Trusts, who was born and raised in 
Oxford. 

Tony Juniper, who grew up in 
Cowley, envisions a time when no- 
one is more than a stone’s throw 
from a wild space where they can go 
walking. 

Not only could creating more 
joined-up wild habitats help wildlife 
be more resilient to climate change, 
he says it could also help reduce 
flooding. 

Mr Juniper even says encouraging 
people to go for more walks in the 
woods could also create a healthier 
population and save the NHS mil¬ 
lions. 

The new president of 47 UK wild¬ 
life trusts, who started his career 
with the Berks, Bucks and Oxon 
Wildlife Trust (BBOWT) in the mid- 
80s, is calling on local and national 
government to be more ambitious in 
protecting the natural world. 

He told the Banbury Cake : “Ox¬ 
fordshire isn’t bad, but I don’t think 
it’s exceptional. 

“Being in the South East there is a 
lot of pressure to develop housing, 
and in the face of that I think Ox¬ 
ford’s doing pretty well.” 

But he added: “There are things 
we might learn from other countries 
around the world. 

“Oslo and Bergen have forests 
right into the city and people are 
encouraged to use it more; in Berlin 
they have wild boar coming into the 
city centre. 

“Things like that can go hand in 
hand with economic regeneration. 

“Reestablishing natural areas 
within city boundaries is bringing 
all sorts of benefits for children, 
air and water quality, reduced flood 
risk and health benefits from work¬ 
ing in natural areas. 

“If you start to crunch the num¬ 
bers you find it’s a very sound in¬ 
vestment.” 


In 2014, the Institute of Health 
Equality published a report funded 
by Natural England which showed 
evidence that green spaces could 
benefit health. 

Researchers found that older peo¬ 
ple lived longer in areas where there 
was more green space close to their 
homes and children who lived close 
to green spaces had higher levels of 
physical activity and were less like¬ 
ly to get fat. 


A report released by the British 
Heart Foundation showed that 29 
per cent of Year Six primary school 
children in Oxfordshire were over¬ 
weight or obese in the 2014-15 school 
year. 

Mr Juniper, who took up his role 
as president in December, said there 
was an inherent problem that wild 
spaces were seen as a “luxury”. 

He said: “Natural areas are seen 
as an expensive luxury rather than 


being a sound investment. 

“One thing we can see for sure is 
that there are big benefits of being 
able to get into natural areas and be 
with wildlife. 

“The current government, in its 
election manifesto, promised to lay 
the foundations for the restoration 
of nature in a generation. 

“That is a bold and welcome goal 
and I’m looking forward to helping 
turn it into action.”

BACK in 1947, the great and the 
good of California were pitted 
against each other during a per¬ 
ceived threat from Communists, 
who might use the big screen to 
spread their propaganda. 

Membership of the Commu¬ 
nist Party was not illegal, but 
various figures behind and in 
front of the camera were called 
before the House Un-American 
Activities Committee to testify 
about their political affiliations 
and to name and shame Commu¬ 
nist sympathisers. 

A group of screenwriters, 
producers and directors were 
so incensed by this challenge to 
their First Amendment right to 
freedom of thought and speech, 
that they refused to give direct 
answers to the committee. 

These so-called rebels became 
the Hollywood Ten and were 
blacklisted by the studios for 
more than a decade. 

Among them was Dalton 
Trumbo, who secretly penned 
Oscar-winning scripts for Ro¬ 
man Holiday and The Brave One 
during his exile.

The Noise Of Time by Julian 
Barnes, hardback by Jonathan

THIS is the first novel from Barnes 
since he won the Man Booker Prize 
in 2011 for The Sense Of An Ending. 
It is essentially a novelisation of 
the life of the Russian composer 
Dmitri Shostakovich, doomed to 
live and work under Stalin and his 
successors, first in fear for his life 
and then in guilty shame at the 
enforced compromises that have 
secured not just his survival, but 
his canonisation by a regime he 
despises. 

Shostakovich is a weak, cowardly 
man in a period when personal 
courage counts for nothing. In 
seeking to avoid denunciation or 
execution and spare his loved ones, 
his only defences are evasion, irony 
and the double-edged gift of his 
extraordinary musical ability. This 
focuses on three critical moments in 
his career. In the first, an opera of 
his is damned in a Pravda editorial.

Next, the composer - back in 
Stalin's favour - is on a propaganda 
tour of the US, robotically deliver¬ 
ing a ghosted speech in which he 
must denounce his own work and 
that of Stravinsky.

THE first matt-finish car I 
ever saw on the road was an 
elegant Bentley Continen¬ 
tal GT, cruising through the 
equally elegant streets of 
Clifton, Bristol. 

Since then, the only other cars 
I spotted with the less-than- 
glossy exterior were an Aston 
Martin Vantage and a Nissan 
GT-R - both arguably also in the 
supercar class. 

So it was something of a sur¬ 
prise when the Peugeot 208 - the 
quintessential compact family 
hatchback - turned up sporting 
a dark grey matt exterior - or, in 
showroom speak, Ice Silver tex¬ 
tured paint. 

It is a very clear hint at the 
upgrades that have been made 
to the car, which has been one 
of the UK’s most popular super¬ 
minis since its showroom debut 
four years ago. 

The latest model sports revised 
styling, frugal Euro 6-compliant 
engines and extra equipment. 

The test model, with a 1.6-li¬ 
tre turbo diesel engine linked 
to a five-speed manual gearbox, 
sported a range of extras includ¬ 
ing lime/yellow interior trim at 
£350, a £200 reversing camera 
and air conditioning at £290.

The compact body is surpris¬ 
ingly spacious with room for 
five adults and a boot capable of 
swallowing seven full shopping 
bags. 

A check on the fuel consump¬ 
tion shows a claimed 83.1mpg on 
the Government’s combined fuel 
cycle, but I could not get any¬ 
where near that figure. However, 
average daily fuel consumption 
well into the 60s is no problem, 
giving a serious touring range 
on a full tank of fuel. 

The new 208 has a more asser¬ 
tive and distinctive look. New 
two-tone headlamps feature 
black and chrome masks and 


are fitted as standard from the 
Active trim level and house LED 
daytime running lights, with 
cornering-assist fog lights stand¬ 
ard on the the Allure model. 

Priced from about £12,000, the 
new 208 is available in three and 
five-door body styles, and comes 
in four trim levels - Access A/C, 
Active, Allure and GT Line. For 
a more performance-oriented 
body style, the 208 GTi, 208 GTi 
Prestige and 208 ‘GTi by PEUGE¬ 
OT Sport’ are available as three- 
door variants. The paint costs an 
extra £645, the same as pearles- 
cent finishes, and Peugeot says it 
needs no special care.
